ISLAM IN INDIA. 

Mobamedanism is still a graat force in India. 

It is the faith of one person ont of every fivein 
the country, writes Mr. Sidney Low in “The 
Standard.” The King rules more than half the 
Mohamedan population of the world, theSultan 
of Tarkey coming a very long way behind him. 
There is one province—that of the North-West 
Frontier—which is almost entirely Mohamedan, 
the Hindus being an unimportant minority. In 
the Panjab Mohamedans are nomerous, and 
they are to be foand scattered everywhere 
down to the extreme south, especially in the 
towns. In Eastern there are some 
twenty-sight millions of them, and here they 
inorease moré rapidly than the Hindas ; for the 
Massalman, with his varied diet, has a better 
ique than the pulse and grain-feeding 
Brahmaniste, and, moreover, he does not 
believe in child-marriages, nor doss he think it 
wropg for widows to remarry. The high aod 
growing proportion of the Mohamedan popula- 
tion in Bengal is one of the hard nats for the 


Mohamedan somewhat at the expense of his 
intellect. He is simpler, braver, more mas 
caline, more devout, in rough, practical, 
straightforward fashion, bat he is less sabtle, 
less ingenious, less acute, and far less capable 
of assimilating the methods of modern educa- 
tion. He makes ‘a first-rate soldier, » good 
policeman, inspector, or watchman, and be 
does fairly well in any post where courage, 
fidelity, and a certain self-respect are requisite; 
he has a distinct aptitade for trade, and 
as a shopkeeper he is frequently very 
successfal. He is a convenient man to have a5 
batler or personal servant, for in the first 
place he is in moderation honest, and secondly, 
he is not ander the tyranny of caste rules, 
and can serve food to a Christian withoat «
